[text] On 3 November 1980, the Ho Chi Minh City People's Committee issued a 
communique on 1980 second phase military inductions, the complete text of which 
follows: 


in compliance with the military obligation law and Council of Ministers’ decisions 
number 333-CP dated 10 October 1980 and 335-CP dated 14 October 1980, 


The City People's Committee hereby issues the following communique on 1980 second 
phase military inductions: 


I. The Scope of Military Inductions 


Beginning with the second phase in 1980, the male citizens in all rural areas, on 
all streets, in all agencies and cnterprises of the state, in all schools, hospitals 
and so forth, regardless of their family origin or job, who meet all military 
induction stendards must, in accordance with the yearly military induction plan of 
the state, serve in the armed forces for the period stipulated in the military 
obligation law. 





ll. Inductees 


--Male youths between the ages of 18 and 25 (born between 1955 and 1962); health 
Classification: type A and type B. 


--In addition, a number of young women between the ages of 18 and 20 (born between 
1960 and 1962) in the rural areas and urban areas who possess type A health, are 
not married and volunteer to serve in the army for 3 years shall also be inducted. 


Ili. ‘ihe Deferment Policy 


In the second phase of 1980, the induction of the following persons shall be temporarily 
aeferred: 








1) lersons whe are the only child of their family (families who have only one child), 


2) Persens who are the only laborer of the family. 


3) Versons who are the sole surviving eon of families of war dead or the only 
aon remaining at home with the familly whose other sons are serving in the armed 
forces (the army and the people's public security force). 


4) Students enrolled for the 1980-1981 school year and students at vocational 

middle schools from the elementary to the college levels are temporarily deferred 

so that they may continue their studies and will be inducted upon graduation, Students 
now in 12th grade of general school will be inducted after taking their entrance 
examinations to middle schools and colleges. 


5) Grade 4 teennical workers and highor and the manual workers in some sectors 
defined ty the government in decision number 333-CP dated 10 October 1980 shall be 
deferred, 


6) ‘he secretaries of the party committees and the chairmen of the ward and village 
people's committees shall be deferred. 


7) ‘he teachers at general schools and the physicians and doctors who provide 
direct service within hospitals shall be deferred. 


iV. Responsibility for Implementation 


1) ‘he chairman of the City People's Committee shall assign induction norms to the 
chairmen of the precinct and district people's committees and the mangers of the 
agencies and units subordinate to the city and the agencies and units of the central 
level stationed within the city. 


On the basis of the norms assigned to them, the people's committees on the various 
levels and the managers of the various sectors shall arrange an order in which the 
young men of draft age shall serve in tne army, thereby implementing the norm assigned 
them well. Youths who evade their responsibility and persons who assist them shall 

be prosecuted in accordance with Party Secretariat directive 90-CP and Council of 
hinisters’ decision number 191-CP. 


2) The City Military Draft Council has the responsibility for guiding and orga.izing 
military induction to insure that it fully complies with quotas, qualitative 
requirements and st‘pulated policy. 


3) Joining the army is both the obligation and right of youths. Protecting the 
fatherl.-d is the responsibility of all citizens. As a result, the mass organizations, 
especially the Ho Chi Minh Communist Youth Union, must expand the role they play in 
teaching and mobilizing youths to join the army. The information and press sectors 
must launch widespread and intense propaganda and educational campaigns concerning 

the obligation to defend the fatherland among the various strata of the people, 

thereby creating an intense spirit among the people, especially among youths. 


To develop upon the tradition of past years, the City People's Committee appeals 
to youths of military age to enthusiastically begin fulfilling their task of 
protecting the fatherland. ,

[Text] After the to.al liberation of the South, counter-revolutionaries, lackeys 
of the U.S. iuperialists, within groups of puppet military and government officials 
who refused transformation and a number of obstinate persons who were taking advantage 
of various religions, acting under a scheme to carry out the plan of sabotage of the 
United States, found ways to collaborate with one axwther, clandestinely estab] ished 
many reactionary organizations in Ho Chi Minh City and spread from there into several 
southern provinces with the intention of overthrowing the revolutionary government. 


Our compatriots, not tolerating these organizations for one moment, have promptly 
exposed them and helped the security forces crush them in their infancy. Among 
the various cases of reactionaries attempting to overthrow the government that we 
have uncovered is the case of the group headed by Nguyen Van Vang. 


The Defendants in the Group of Counter-Revolutionaries Headed by Nguyen Van Vang 


1) Nguyen Van Vang, born in 1917 in Phuoc Le, Ba Ria, a priest at the Chua Cuu The 
Mission on Ky Dong Street in the 3rd Precinct. 


Petween 1954 and 1957, wile undergoing medical treat-ent in France, he donated 

money to help the movement to migrate to the South; in 1905, he served as an 

advisor to the Citizens of All Religions Front of Father H.Q.; in 1964, he established 
the “Toward the Pacific" bloc and the "Inter-Religious Anti-Communist front"; between 
i972 and 1975, he taught at the Political Warfare College in Da Lat. 


2) Nguyen Van Vien, alias Hoang Viet Tien(the younger brother of Nguyen Van Vang), 
born in 19268 in Phuoc Le, Ba Ria. Occupation: harvesting forestry products. 1950: 
attended the Dai Viet Party Cadre Training School of Neuyen Ton Hoan; 1951: attended 
the Da Lat Officers School; 1958: joined the Can Lao Nhnan Vi Party; 1960: imprisoned 
for being a traitor; 1964 to 1972: was deputy commander of the Special Investigations 
Unit (intelligence); served as major in the 300th Special Intelligence Group and 

was deputy commander of the 14th Regiment. 





3) Ha Van Thanh, alias Ha Tung Linh, born in 1940 in Phu Vang, Thua Thien; no place 
of residence, formerly worked as a journalist, In March 1976, he joined the "Vietnam 
National Liberation Front" headed by Tran Thanh Dinh and was appointed to the position 
of "Commander of the 26ist Division,” 


4) Vu Nvoe Bao, alias Vu Hong An and Vu Cong Chinh, born in 1926 in Nam Dinh (no 
occupation); 1953s joined the puppet army; 1954: migrated to the South and stationed 
at Soe Trang; 1956: joined the field combat division at Bien Hoa; 1959: left 

the army and began serving as Ngo Dinh Diem's advisor in Chinese affairs; 1965: was 
head of the Interunit Security Office of the "Citizens of All Religions Front"; 

1976; joined the "Vietnam National Liberation Front" and was appointed "Comnamer 

of the 202nd Division," 


5) Bud Thanh Long, else known as Nguyen Van Lan, born in 1920 in Thanh Phu, Ben Tre; 
a priest since 1948; 1948 to April 1975: served as a priest at the churches of 

Tra Vinh, Vinh Long and Vinh Binh; commander of the armed religious citizens self- 
defense force (late 1974); following liberation day, he left the church to engage 

in counter-revolutionary activities, 


6) Nguyen Huu An, also known as Thi, born in 1928 in Nam Dinh; no occupation or 
place of residence; 1947-1974, a rubber plantation worker in Kampuches; March 1974: 
fled to Hong N@u; March 1977: lived as a vagrant at the Western Bus Terminal. 


7) Nguyen Tien Khau, born in 1940 in Ha Dong; a priest since 1971; 1971 to March 1975: 
a priest in Ban Me Thuot; after liberation, he returned to the Chinh Trang Church in 
Go Vap, made counterfeit papers and intended to flee the country. 


8) Vu Ngoc Ban born in 1931 in Nam Dinh, an officer in the puppet arny. 


9) Do Duy The, born in 1937 in Nam Dinh; 1954: migrated to the South; 1965 to 
April 1975: a member of tne puppet police force. 


10) Pham Van Thao, born in 1945 in Haiphong; no permanent place of residence; 1966 
to 19701 a cadre at the Rural Cadre Training Center in Vung Tao. 


11) Tran Van Hoi, born in 1930 in Ninh Binh; 1952 to 1954: served in the local 
amy; 1970-1972: joined the security joint unit of Father F.Q.. 


12) Nguyen Quoc Khanh, born in 1941 in Bai Chu; migrated to the South in 1954; worked 
as farmer, laborer and pedicab operator. 


13) Pham Quang Hong, born in 1949 in Saigon; a Catholic monk; 1971: taught at the 
Lasan Mission School; 1976: collected weapons at the Lo 0. Stream Armory, repaired 
weapons and trained his accomplices in the use of weapons. 


14) Le Van Dao, born in 1919 in Khanh Hoa; a Catholic monk; until 1970: served as 


disciple director at the Thu Duc Lassan Institute; 1975: managed the Lasan Mossard 
School in Thu Duc, 





15) Le Van Hao, born in 1939 in Hue, a priest; 1960 to 1972: a monk at the Don 
Bosco Mission; studied in Hong Kong (1962-1965) and Italy (1969-1970); 19721 returned 
to the priesthood; was director of monks at the Don Bosco Inatitute in Thu Duc, 


16) Nguyen Viet Linh, born in 1945 in Ha Nam Ninh; 1966 to 1969; attended the 
Don Bosco Academy in Hong Kong; 1975-19771 served as priest in An Vien Parish, 
Thong Nhat District, Dong Nai Province. 


Summary of the Case 


On 12 December 1977 and subsequently thereafter, the iio Chi Minh City Public Security 
Service arrested Nguyen Van Vang, Nguyen Van Vien, Ha Tung Linh and their accomplices 
in the reactionary organization called “The Vietnam National Liberation Front-the 
Inter-Religious Front. At the same time, investigations conducted at a number of 
monasteries produced the following evidence: 42 weapons of various types, 15 grenades, 
more than 1,000 rounds of ammunition, “+ blasting caps, 3 bars of explosives, 
reactionary documents (the "For the People" Journal, the declaration establishing 
the front, a tape recording of the declaration establishing the "provisional 
vernment," and decisions concerning appointments) and duplicating implements 
mimeograph machines, typewritere, hand printing devices and so forth), etc. 


In the face of this irrefutable evidence, Nguyen Van Vang and his accomplices 
confessed to the following crimes: 


1) Concerning the so called “Vietnam National Liberation Front-Inter-Religious 
Front": in October 1976, the City Public Seucrity Service discovered the "Vietnam 
National Liberation Front” headed by Tran Thanh Dinh. Vu Ngoc Bao and Ha Tung Lir', 
members of this group, managed to flee. In early 1977, they conspired with Nguyen 
Van Vang and his younger brother, Nguyen Van Vien, to resume counter-revolutionary 
activities and organize another reactionary group headed by Vang and again called 
the "Vietnam National Liberation Front.” They first established a nerve center in 
the city, using Catholic monasteries and churches to hold discussions and meetings, 
store documents, weapons and so forth. 


On 19 March 1977, after numerous diecussions, Nguyen Van Vang held an official 
ceremony to present the so called ‘Vietnam National Liberation Front-Inter-Religious 
Front" in an abandoned breadfruit garden in Trang Bom, Dong Nai Province, and 

made the following assignments: 

--Nguyen Van Vang, chairman of the front. 


--Nguyen Van Vien, deputy front chairman and commander-in-chief of the "Vietnam 
National Liberation hilitia Force." 


--Ha Van Thanh, alias Ha Tung Linh, lieutenant general in command of the eastern 
region. 


--V.u Ngoc Bao, commander of the capital special zone. 


--Le Doan, commander of the western region. 








-=Nguyen Ngoc leh, member of the Central Liaison Committee (Doan and Ich were tried 
in a separate case), 


Uy calling the "Vietnam National Liberation Front" the "Inter-Religious Front," 
Nguyen Van Vang thought to attract the forces of the five major religions in the 
South, Catholicism, Buddhism, Cao Dai-iem, the Hoa Hao and Confucianism, in order 
to oppose the revolutionary government in a more effective and comprehensive manner. 


Vang and his trusted lacxeys advocated relying upon the U.S. imperialists and the 
other international reacti»onary powers while making every effort to find and 
establish liaison with officers of the old regime and various reactionary groups in 
order to rapidly organize forces, wait for the opportunity to coordinate domestic 
and foreign activities, foment rebell’ .n and seize political power, 


In the meantime, they organized armed forces and looked for weapons in order tc 
prepare to seise political power in strategically important areas. 


2) The organization of their armed forces: 


The defendants stated that they had established dozens of division, brigade and 
regiment structures in Ho Chi Minh City and the various provinces. The commanders 
had already been selected and the soldiers would be recruited later among 
reactionaries within the religions, especially among the Catholic compatriots of 
the North who migrated to the South, puppet military personnel who had evaded 
transformation and persons who had participated in former reactionary organizations. 


In Ho Chi Minh City, under the guidance of Nguyen Van Vien, "Capital Special Zone 
Commander" Vu Ngoc bao and “Capital Special Zone Chief-of-Staff" Do Duy The, 
the structures of armed organizations were established: 


--The 505th Division at Go Vap commanded by Vu N,oc Ban. 


--The 212th Inner City Division commanded by Vu Ngoc Bao under the name Vu Cong 
Chinh (regiment structures with complete command staffs had been established in all 
inner city districts and precincts). 


--The 202nd Suburban Division also commanded by Vu Ngoc Bao but under the name Vo 
‘long An. Regiment structures had also been established in the majority of the 
districts in the outskirts of the city. 


--The 5U/th Brigade commanded by Nguyen Huu An, alias Thi, with Father Bui Thanh Long 
serving as advisor. Long also introduced Nguyen Quoc Khanh to Vu Ngoc Zao and 
persuaded him to have Nguyen Quoc Khanh organize a battalion in Thanh My Tay (Binh 
Thanh). 





he leadership group directed that their accomplices make an intense search for 
weapons in order to equip themselves and train in their use. 





») The establishment of the"Vietnam National Provisional Government"; 


in early December 1977, Nguyen Van Vien proposed to Nguyen Van Vang that they iesue 
\ 60 called "Declaration of the Vietnam National Provisional Government" in order 
to "ereate confidence" (actually to deceive) for their reactionary organization, 
“his declaration was written by Vien who gave it to the monk Pham Quang Hong who, 
with the assistance of the monk Le Van Dao, produced thousands of copies of it and 
other reactionary documents on mimeograph machines at the Mossard School and then 
distributed them at many places within the city and a number of provinces, 


‘his "provisional government” had Nguyen Van Vang as head of state and Neuyen Van Vien, 
using the name Hoang Viet Tien, as premier with four ministers-at-large and 17 
ministers, In essence, it was nothing more than a list of names drawn up by them 

to deceive their accomplices and a piece of bait to attract the imperialists 

and reactionaries outside our country. 


After announcing the establishment of this "provisional government," Nguyen Van Vang 
tried to flee overseas in order to mobilize support; however, Vang was arrested 
while tryin; to make arrangements to travel to France. 


4) The acts of sabtoage and counter-revolutionary propaganda. 


After establishing the counter-revolutionary organization called "The Vietnam 
liational Liberation Front,” Nguyen Van Vang, Nguyen Van Vien and Ha lung Linh, 

in order to create a stir in public opinion, immediately launched a campaign called 
the 29-3TG campaign in which they printed and distributed at many places a total 
of 1,500 leaflets on 29 March 1977, the contents of which attempted to divide the 
North and the South, demanded that our government in Hanoi withdraw its troops to 
the North and demanded the implementation of the Paris Agreement, which Nguyen Van 


Thieu himself arrogantly tore to pieces in 1973 and 1974. 


They also directed their accomplices to dismantle nearly 40 meters of rail line near 
the Long Hung Railroad Station in Dong Nai Province, build a mound there and raise 
the flag of the "liberation front” in order to sow division and undermine the 
revolutionary governnent. 


On 13 October 1977, on the holy day of the Virgin of Fatima, Nguyen Van Vang issued 
an appeal to the religious to participate in "the war to protect the faith." 


In kee, ing with 4 suggestion made by Vien, Nguyen Van Vang agreed to have Pham Van 
Thao purchase duplicating equipment and publish the "For the People" Journal; six 
issues of this journal were published, It preached anti-communist thinking, distorted 
the positions and policies of our state and deceived the backward masses among 
religious followers in order to undermine the revolution, sow an attitude of 
suspicion, sow hatred of communism among the followers of the various religions and 
so forth. 











“hey aloo made a recording of the declaration of the "Vietnam National Provisional 
Government" by “head of state” Nguyen Van Vang and prepared to build a mobile 
radio station in order to mobilize the masses to seize political power once the 
rebellion had been started, 


ln addition, they had Tran Van Hol engrave more than 30 seals for their units 
and organizations and even counterfeit seals of the revolutionary government. 


On the other hand, through an introduction arranged by Nguyen Quoc Khanh, Bui Thanh 
Long, the organization's "advisor to the 507th Brigade," met with Nguyen Viet Linh, 
a priest who was planning to flee overseas, and asked him to help propagandize the 
reactionary group of Nguyen Van Vang. Linh promised that he would actively help 
Lon; once he had fled the country. The meeting between Long and Linh was held at 
the Don Bosco Monastery in Thu Duc, which was managed by Le Van Hao. [ven though 
he knew that Long was a priest who had left the monastery in order to engage in 
counter-revolutionary activities, Hao still protected Long and provided him with 
daily necessities. 


The above mentioned actions of the group of reactionaries headed by liguyen Van Vang 
clearly show the very serious nature of the case. 


This organization developed forces at many places and conducted counter-revolutionary 
activities of many types on a large scale and with large arbitions. Each activity 
of this group reflected a scheme to oppose the fatherland, oppose the people, 

oppose socialist construction and undermine our national solidarity. 


The schemes, activities and behavior of Nguyen Van Vang, Nguyen Van Vien, lia ‘Vung 
Linh, Vu Ngoc Bao and their accomplices lie within the scope of the crime of planning 
to overthro; the government. This crime is defined in Article 3, Section a of 
Decree 03/SL/76 dated 15 March 1976 of the Provisional Revolutionary Government of 
tne Republic of South Vietnan. 


Nguyen Viet Linh and Le Van Hao committed the crime of harboring persons whom they 
knew to be counter-revolutionaries, a crime defined in Article 3, Section d of 
this decree.

COUNTER-REVOLUTIONARIES TRIED FOR ATTEMPTED OVERTHROW OF GOVERNMENT

[text On the morning of 4 \» ember 1980, the Court of Appeals of the People's 
Supreme Court in Ho Chi Minh City neld the final trial of the group of reactionaries 
headed by Nguyen Van Vang who planned to overthrow the government, 


The trial involved a total of 16 defendants: Nguyen Van Vang, Nguyen Van Vien, lia 
Van fhanh alias Ha Tung Linh, Vu Ngoc Bao, Bui Thanh Long, Nguyen Huu An, Nguyen 
Tien Khau, Vu Ngoc Ban, Do Duy The, Pham Van Thao, Tran Van Hoi, Nguyen Quoc Khanh, 
Pham Quang Hong and Le Van Dao, all of whom are accused of planning to overthrow 
the government; Le Van Hao and Nguyen Viet Linh committed the crime of harboring 
persons known by them to be counter-revolutionaries (see the indictment on page 7). 


During the first day of the trial, after verifying the personal histories cif the 
defendants and reading the indictment, the trial Council began to publicly interrogate 
the ringleaders. 


Nguyen Van Vang, who acknowledged his criminal actions, is cited in the indictment 
as the person who established the "Vietnam National Liberation Front" organization, 
which he headed; who conducted acts of sabotage and counter-revolutionary propaganda, 
such as having leaflets printed and distributed that distorted the government and 

so forth; and, even more seriously, who planned to rely upon foreign reactionary 
powers to overthrow the government and achieve his personal ambition. 


In his stateme it, Nguyen Van Vien admitted to being the soul of the organization, 

to being the person who proposed ways to oppose the government, from seeking 
additional accomplices and drafting the "declaration" to writing propaganda articles 
in the "For the People” Journal and reproducing this journal, Vien also stated that 
it was he who met with a number of persons whom he knew were conducteng activities 
for the CIA and from whom he learned that "the United States will provide cash am 
weapons for counter-revolutionary activities in Vietnam." However, Vien also 

stated that this was only an illusion and, in the course of his opposition to the 
revolution, he only learned about the activities and true strength of his forces 
through reports from his accomplices, 








However, Vien's statement about his activities showed that he is a very dangerous 
agent.

SENTENCES !ANDED DOW! IN CASE OF COUNTER-REVOLUTIONARIES

Nguyen Van Vien and Ha Tung Linh to Death, Nguyen Van Vang and Vu Ngoc Bao to 
Life in Prison and the Other Defendants to 4 to 20 Years in Prison’ 7 


[text The Court of Appeals of the People's Supreme Court in Ho Chi Ninh City 
has concluded the trial of the group who, headed by Nguyen Van Vang, planned to 
overthrow the revolutionary government. 


In the judgement section of the sentence, it stated tiat this was an especially 
serious case. The especially serious nature of this case was evident in the counter- 
revolutionary will and large-scale counter-revolutionary activities of the defendants. 
The vast majority of the persons who participated in this organization are 
reactionary elements; some once closely cooperated with the CIA and held important 
positions in the old regime; some were puppet military personnel who evaded 
transformation; and some masqueraded as religious persons while engaging in activities 
that were contrary to the gospel. Their long standing collaboration with the 
imperialists and the lackey regime served to make their counter-revolutionary 
consciousness even more tenacious. By establishing the "National Liberation Front” 
and the “inter-religions” organization, they hid behind labels to oppose communism 
for the sake of religion, assemble reactionary elements, build armed forces in the 
city and spread their forces into a number of southern provinces. Although they 
only established military cadre structures, in view of their intention of organizing 
their leadership first and then recruiting troops by mobilizing the masses, it is 
clear that their plans were very dangermus. In addition, they actually did sabotage 
one section of railroad line of ours, distributed leaflets, published a journal, 

the contents of which distorted our government, and, at the same time, organized 

a secret zone and issued statements on the occasion of the establishment of the 

so called "National Liberation Front" and “National Provisional Government," all 

of which their confessions to the court shed light upon. However, in the face of 
the clearsightedness of the msses, the plan of Nguyen Van Vang and his accomplices 
to overthrow the government turned out to be nothing more than an illusion. It was 
an illusion when they thought that they could use and persuade the followers of 
Catholicism to participate in a rebellion. Because, the truth today is that the 
followers of Catholicism fully realise that psychological warfare arguments ‘ich

maintain that communism destroys religions are incorrect, To tlhe contrary, facts 
have proven that the Vietnam Communist Party led the two wears of resistance against 
the colonialists and the imperialists to total victory, reunifie. the country and 
le now leading all the people in building and protecting the fatherland, 


Analysing the orimes of each defendant, the verdict asserted that Neuyen Van /ang, 
Nguyen Van Vien and Ha Van Thanh, alias Ha Tung Linh, were the most dangerous 
defendants. Vang was 4 priest who separated himself trom the church and began 
engaging counter-revolutionary activities, from mobilising the mass migration of 
Catholics from the North to the South in 1954 to masquerading as 4 priest and 
participating in reactionary forces under the old regime and, more recently, 
establishing an omganisation that planned to overthr w the government. 


Nguyen Van Vien, as he admitted was the soul of this counter-revolutionary organization, 
was the person in charge of building the armed forces, reproducing propaganda materials, 
establishing the provisional government, in which he was to serve as premier and 

so forth. ila Van Thanh, alias Ha Tung Linh, a stubborn counter~rev. lutionary, 

Joined Vang and Vien in restoring the shattered “National Liberation Front” of 

another reactionary. It was Linh who personally dismantled a section of rail line 

in Long Khanh, established a number of military organizational structures, 

protected the secret zone of Nguyen Van Vang and so forth. In the group, he mo 

the most bold and active counter-revolutionary. 


The verdict also analysed the responsibility of the remaining defendants on tho 

basis of their counter-revolutionary activities, their statements during interrogation 
by concerned authorites and their attitude to the court in order to determine an 
appropriate sentence. 


The court sentenced Nguyen Van Vien and "a Tung Linh to death. Although Nguyen Van 
Vang's crime and role in the case were no less serious than those of Vien and Linh, 
due to his forthright statements and advanced age, the Trial Council reduced his 
sentence from death to life imprisonment. 


The court also sentenced the defendant Vu Ngoc Ban to life imprisonment; Do Duy 
The to 20 years in prison; Vu Ngoc Ban and Bui Thanh Long to 17 years in prison; 
Nguyen Huu An and Pham Van Thao to 15 years in Hong 

in prison; Le Van Dao to 12 years in prison; Trar Van Hoi to 10 years in prison; 
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known counter-revolutionary elements" to “planning to overthrow the g@vernment" and 
sentenced this defendant to 5 years in prison. 


On the other hand, because a number of defendants in the case, such as Le Van Dao 
and Le ‘on Hao, used religious installations for which they have the responsibility

reacticnary propaganda materials, the court ordered that these installations be 
confiscated and put under the management of the locality so that they can be used for 
purposes that benefit the public.

Achieves Success and Closes: the Congress Makes Important Decisions Concerning the 
Guidelines, Tasks and Objectives for the Next 5 Years and the Tasks of the 2 Years 
1981-1982; Ratifies a Resolution on the Pressing Measures To Be Taken To Resolve a 
Number of Specific Problems Regarding the Standard of Living; and Elects a New 

Party Organization tive Committee Consisting of 51 Official Men ers and 4 
Alternate Members” 


[Yext_] After 2 weeks of working in a high spirit of responsibility and under 

the guidance of the Secretariat and genera’ secretary of the party, the 2nd Congress 
of Delegates of the City Party Organization ach'eved success and closed on the 
afternoon of 25 October 1980. 


This city party organisation congress discussed and reached comprehensive decisions 
concerning matters of major importance to the city in the years ahead, including 
matters rela‘ed to the economy and )‘ving conditions, the matters with which the 
delegates were most concerned. The results of the congress also originated in the 
movement to produce, fight, study and work of all strata of people within the city, 
all wo: ê unite within the city and all of the opinions contributed by cadres, 

party members and the masses, which provided very good and very valuable foundatious 
upon which the congress could decide the major issues of the city. 


At the closing session, Vo Van Kiet, on behalf of the Presidium of the congress, 
delivered the summary report in which he confirmed a sumber of matters regarding 

the evaluation of the city's situation over the past 3 years and more and resolved 
problems regarding the guidelines, tasks, norms ami specific jobs during the uncoming 
term (1981-1982). 


The Congress Confirmed the Achievements that Have been Recorded and the Shortcomings 
and Problems in Some of the Major Jobs of the City 


in the portion of the report that affirmed a number of problems regarding the 


evaluation of the situation, the summary report concentrated on three types: 
evaluating the results of a number of major jobs performed in th field of the economy 
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and living conditions; affirming a nusber of matters regarding cultural, literary, 
ertistic and intellectual work; and affitmeing a number of matters regarding party 
buliding. 


Ae regards the resulte of several aajor jobs, the summary report focused on evaluating 
the results of transformation, the building of new economic sones ami water 
conservancy work, With regard to transformation, the congress confirmed that tne 
economi., political, social, national defense and security situations demand that 

the socialist transformation of the various segments of the economy not be carried 
out slowly. The transformation program is in the nature of a law and meets the 
pressing demands of the situation. The city has carried out socialist transformation 
on a broaa scale. It has abolished the bourgeoisie in commerce, virtually 

transformed the bourgeoisie in industry, introduced the majority of small laborers 

and handicraftemen to various forms of cooperative production, begun the transformation 
of small merchants, constructed a state-operated commerce network and mari eting 
cooperative and established an economy consisting of five segments, within which the 
socialist economy has been constantly growing and several advanced enterprises have 
been rather clearly fulfilling the ‘ominant role of the state-operated economy. 

It restored, developed and reorganised production, the activities of a number of 
industrial and artisan vectors have been intensified and the export goods industry 

has been given attention. However, transformation is still marked by many shortcomings 
and weaknesses, the most important ones be‘tng the failure to fully adhere to the 
guideline of coordinating transformation with building; the failure to fully under- 
stand that the final objectives of transformation are to develop production, manage 
the market and support everyday life; the compliance with policies has been 

marked by many mistakes and the struggle to manage the market and combat smuggling, 
speculation and price increases has been lax; and the management of the materials 

and gvods confiscated through trans‘ormation has not been good. The congress 

decided that we mist soon organize a serious review of transformation, in general. 

We must deeply examine each sector and gain experience in order to lay the found: tion 
for guiding the effort to complete the remaining jobs in the transformation of 
commerce and industry. 


In agricultural transformation, initial results have been achieved in introducing 
farmers to the collective way of life; 150 collectives have been established and are 
operating rather well, thereby providing many valuable experiences in leadership and 
management. However, because we have not fully adhered to the ultimate objectives 

of agricultural transformation, namely, developing production and improving the 
material and cultural lives of working farmers, many places have violated the princijle 
of voluntary association and have not prepared material-technical bases or management 
cadres for cooperativigation. Guidance, supervision and inspections have not been 
thorough. In the coming period, it is necessary to continue to carry out agricultural 
transformation . 1 accordance with positive and firm guidelines. 


\® regards the building of new economic gones, the congress confirmed that deploying 
labor on @ nationwide scale is a policy of major strategic importance. In the 

face of the requirements of transforming and tuilding the city, we must reduce the 
population density and must redeploy labor and redistribute the population. Practical 
experience has shown that this policy is a correct one and that it has achieved 
certain results. However, these results are not commensurate with the effort that

has been expended because we have not correctly evaluated the conditions needed to 
carry out this policy and because we have lacked experience, not fully calculated 
the difficulties that exist and not fully aeasured the difficulties encountered 

by the localities in managing the population, soning, planning, guiding production 
and providing production unite with equipment and tools. As regards those 
compatriots who have returned to the city from new economic gones, the party 
organization has not accepted full responsibility for the difficulties encountered 
by them. Under the guidelines for the coming period, the city must resolutely 
continue to redistribute ite labor and population in order to develop the outskirt. 
of the city and Duyen Hai; however, this mint be done on the basis of providing 
the conditions needed for production, providing ‘ood and shelter and providing the 
conditions for normal activities before sending persons to these places; these 
persons must be insured of having the conditions they need to live and produce so 
that they can improve their lives. 





With regard to water conservancy, the congress confirmed that the general results 
achieved from water conservancy work are the drainage of waterlogged fields, the 
leaching of sulfates, the retention of water, thereby enabling multicropping at a 
number of places, the stabilization and expansion of the 10th month season, the 
support of the clearing and opening of 20,000 hectares of land, the construction o! 
embankments to block the flow of salt water and the construction of a number of 
irrigation pump stations. The shortcomings and weaknesses in water comervancy work 
have been that we hive not made thorough calculations andhave lacked a scientific 
basis for evaluating advantages and disadvant*ges in planning, surveys, design work 
and construction; some projects ‘ave not had an impact or caused harm, been 

costly) and yie ed few returns. 


With regard to a number of matters pertaining to the culture, literature, art and 
intellectuais, the congress summary report analyzed the achievements as well as 

the shortcomings and weaknesses regarding each matter. In particular, with 

regard to the mobilization of intellectuals, it must be stated that the guidance 
provided by our party is based on the line of the party, which considers the corps 
of intellectuals and scientific-technicel cadres (both veteran and new) to be 
valuable assets of the country, to be an important component of production forces 
and social management forces, to be one of the three components of the corps of 
cadres of the party and state (leadership cadres, management cadres and scientific- 
technical cadres). Our party always looks for every way to highly develop the 
strength of the contributions made by them to socialist construction, thereby 
insuring that the corps of intellectuals is always a force loyal to the fatherland 
and socialism. Although the implementation of the directives and resolutions of 
the City Party Committee concerning intellectuals are only in the initial stage and 
still marked by many shortcomings and problems that we must continue to resolve, 

4} percent of the local intellectuals are receiving subsidies, a number of measures 
have been adopted to provide them with incentive to work overtime, adjustments are 
being made to their remuneration, especially in the fields of public health and 
education, and many places have made certain improvements in their relationship with 
intellectuals and in the assignment of jobs to then. 
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with regard to a numler of matters concerning party building, the summary repor\ 
set torth the negative phenomena and the efforts to combat them within the party, 
regarding the work of building and strengthening the party base end regarding ‘he 
review pre ented by the City Party Committee to the congress. Wi h regard to 
negative phenomena and the efforte to combat them within the party, it must be 
atated that the majority of the members and cadres of the party have maintained 
their qualities, their revolutionary ethics and their revolutionary-offensive 

will and have tried to overcome their difficulties in order to fulfill their tasks 
and bulld a mass movement to carry out the political tasks that were establ'‘ shed, 
However, it must also be recognized that some party members a» cadres have lost 
their will to fignt, have lost their spirit of vigilance, lack a spirit of 
responsibility, have a poor mass view, have a poor sense of organization and 
discipline, do as they see fit, create waste, have been led to misappropriatio.., 
conspiracy, bribery and theft by selfishness and so forth. The main weaknesses in 
the effort to combat negative phenomena have been the failure to implement well 
coordinated measures; the failure to closely coordinate educational measures designed 
to improve personal qualities with the effort to strengthen the organization and 
improve management; the failure to closely coordinate the praise of positive factors 
with the criticism and harsh handling of negative phenomena; the failure to closely 
coordinate the effort to build and the effort to combat, with primary emphasis upon 
building; the failure to thoroughly combat negative phenomena, from top to botton, 
from within the party to among the masses, and so forth. 


The Aesolution on the Matters Related to the Guidelines, Tasks, Objectives and 
Specific Jobs in the Upcoming Term 


The congress expressed full agreement with the Party Secretariat with regard to the 
position established by it for the city and gained further insight into the 
responribility of the city to the entire country, especially the provinces of the 
South; at the same time, it recognized that this position provides a tremendous 
advantage because, in this spirit, the ministri-s and localities will work together 
to build the city into "an industrial center, a cultural, scientific and technical 
center, a center of international trade and an important communications center of 
the entire country.” 


As regards the objectives for the next 5 years (1981-1985), the congress agreed with 
the decision to set the average rate of growth for industrial, artisan and handicraft 
production at 10 to 15 percent. The congress endorsed the objective of basically 
completing agricultural cooperativigation by 1985 through suitable stages of develop- 
ment ard forms of organization and the objective of completing the reorganization of 
production of the economic-technical sectors within industry and the artisan and 
handicra.t trades. 


As regards the tasks for the 2 years 1981 and 1982 and the objectives for 1981, the 
congress first set forth the economic-living conditions task, stating clear objectives 
and specific norms for industrial and agricultural production, export activities, 
commerce, communications-transportation and the posts-telegraph sector. The 

congress expressed full concern for living conditions and expressed high unaninity 
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concerning the way in which this matter was raised and the guidelines for resolving 
it within the draft resolution. The congress spent one entire day discussing ways 
© organize the implementation of these guidelines. With regard to other matters, 
such as plans, finances, banking, prices and so forth, the congress expressed 
agreement with the draft resolution and offered opinions about effective ways to 
organize implementation, The congress aleo was in basic agreement with the draft 
resolution concerning the building of material-technical bases and sclentific- 
tectnical activities, 


With regard to security and national defense work, the congress expressed high 
agreement with the assesument of the nature, schemes and tricks of the enemy and, 

on this basis, correctly established the importance of security and national 

defense work within the city as it relates to the entire country. The congress 
uxpressed high agreement with the way in which the matter has been raised: the basis 
of the security and national defense systems is political, ideological, economic 

and social stability, is the working people exercising collective ownership. The 
congress also set forth specific tasks regarding the buildup of the public security 
foree, local military activities, the military draft and army rear area work and 
stated that security and national defense work must be based on a voluntary movement 
of the masses, on the combined strength of the entire party, the entire army and all 
the people on the basis of upholding the right of collective ownership, stabiliving 
production, stabilizing the living conditions o1 the people and increasing the 
number of advanced model units. 


With regart to ideological and cultural activities, the building of the new culture 
and the molding of the new man, the congress stressed the requirements of the new 

man and set forth specific tasks regarding political and ideological work, information, 
propaganda, press and publishing activities, cultural, literary and art work, 
education, »ublic health, physical culture and sports and work involving war invalids 
and social welfare. 


As regards combating negative phenomena within the party an’ in society, the congress 
nighly agreed that it is necessary to place the effort to combat negative phenomena 
within a separate portion of the congress resolution because of the pressing and 
especially important nature of this work at this time. 


After citing the causes of negative phenomena, the congress especially emphasized 

the reciprocal effect between negative phenomena in society ani negative phenomena 
within the party and state agencies, stating that it is necessary to combat all 
negati.e phenomena, beginning with theft, bribery, intimidation of the people, waste 
and the attitude of irresponsibility. The effort to develop upon positive aspects 
must be used to limit and repel negative phenomena; appropriate emphasis must be 
placed upon models of frugality and honesty in order to combat waste and misappropriation; 
it is necessary to promptly reward ani promote cadres and persons who expose and 
struggle against negative phenomena, One question that was raised is: can we 

combat negative phenomena? Expressing total agreement, the congress stated that we 
can and must succeed in this effort because the vast majority of party members and 
cadres possess good qualities, the masses of the city are very revolutionary and, 

in ,articular, we have advanced model units that have taken creative, well coordinated 


and practical steps and succeeded in repelling negative phenomena within the party 
and state agencies and in society. 
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Ao regards building the government apparatus and the mass organisations and 
upholding the right of socialist collective ownership of the laboring people, the 
congress agreed with the draft resolution and, at the same time, stated the pressing 
need to strengthen the government apparatus on the various levels, especially the 
war and village levels, so that the government is fully capable of providing 
administrative management, managing the economy and managing society, The congress 
agreed with the specific tasks in the areas of work mentioned above and delved 
deeply into the work of the mass organizations. It confirmed the unswerving policy 
of our party in respecting the freedom of religion and establishing unity between 
the non-religious and the religious so that they join forces to develop the economy, 
develop production, care for living conditions and firmly protect the city. The 
party organizations on the various levels must concern themselves with mobilizing, 
in exact accordance with the policy and position of the party, the laborers of 
Chinese ancestry at places where they are still concentrated. It is necessary to 
atrengthen the unit mobiliging overseas Vietnawese to support the fatherland and 
participate in the construction of the country. 


As regards party building, the congress set forth specific tasks concerning political 
and ideological activities, the ‘evelopment and strengthening of the party base, 

the improvement of the abaiities and qualities of cadres, the correct deployment of 
cadres, the advanced training of the corps of leadership cadres and the management of 
this corps in accordaice with new requirements. 


Important Matters Voted on by the Congress 


After Vo Van Kiet delivered the report summarizing the congress, the delegates to 
the City Party Organization Congress unanimously adopted the following: 


--The summary report presented to the congress by Vo Van Kiet; 


--The guidelines, tasks and objectives for 1981-1985 and the major norms for the 
next 5 years; 


--The tasks for the 2 years 1981-1982, in which the industrial production sector 
managed by the city must meet the following norms in 1981: 100 tons of automobile 
spare parts, 10,000 tons of cement, 100,000 finished bicycles, 4,000 tons of bicycle 
parts, 30,000 electric fans, 50 million meters of cloth of all types and a 10 percent 
increase in electric power output. Agricultural production norms consist of: 

230,000 tons of grain, in rice equivalent, in 1981 (from 270,000 to 300,000 tons by 
1985); vegetables: 120,000 to 130,000 tons in 1981 (1985: 200,000 tons); state farm 
pineapples: 68,000 tons of fresh pineapples in 1981 (1985: 40,000 tons of fresh 
pineapples); peanuts: 68,000 tons of whole peanuts in 1981 (1985: 12,000 tons); 

hogs: 270,000 in 1981 (450,000-500,000 in 1985); fish: 15,000 tons in 1981 (35,000 
tons in .985). Exports will increase 2.4 to 3 times by 1985 compared to 1981. The 
commerce norm for 1981 isi the organized arket will constitute from 40 to 50 percent 
of total retail sales (60 to 70 percent of total retail sales by 1985). With regard 
to security and the defense of the nation, in the 2 years 1981 and 1982, from 30 to 
4) percent of the basic units must have a good “protect the security of the fatherland” 
movement. In culture, literature and art, in the 2 years 1981 and 1982, every ward 
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and village must have one book cabinet or coading room, one information dissemination 
team and one tradition hall or exhibit hall; every village must have one outdoor 
theater, ln education, during the 2 years 1981 and 1982, 55 percent Vf the child: en 
between the ages of 3 and 5 must enter kindergarten, th. vast majority of teenagers 
and children must be attending the classes in which their age groups should be, 
Llliteracy must be thoroughly abolished, third shift ciasses must be reduced to the 
lowest possible level and eventually eliminated and level II education must be 
popularized among the key cadres on the ward level. As regards the mass organizations, 
during the 2 years 1981-1982, the Ho Chi Minh Communist Youth Union must include 

20 percent of the total number of youths within the city. As regards developing the 
party among direct production workers, the percentage of party members who are 
direct production workers must constitute 35 percent of the total number of part, 
members at enterprises during the 2 years 1981 and 1982. 





The Resolution of the Congress Concerning the Pressing Measures that Must Be Taken 
To Resolve Some Specific Problems Regarding Living Conditions 


Mai Chi Tho presented to the congress and the congress adopted the resolution on 

the pressing measures that must be taken to resolve some specific problems regarding 
living coaditions. The resolution calls for insurirg the supply of 10 essential 
goods in accordance with ration standards to manual workers and civil servants of the 
state: grain (at state standards), fuel-kerosene (5 liters, 9 liters and 13 liters 
per month for type A, B and C cadres, manual workers and civil servants), fresh 
vegetables (6 kilograms per person per month), fresh fish (1 kilogram per ; rson per 
month), fish sauce and soysauce (1 liter per perron per month), pork (0.5 kilogram 
per person per month), refined sugar and grade 1 hand-made sugar (an average of 0.¢ 
kilogram per person per month), MSG (10 grams pex person per month), cloth of all 
type. (5 meters per person for 2 years; aside from the yearly cloth standard, women 
will receive an additional 1 meter of undergarmert cloth per year) and bar soap 

(0.5 kilogram per person per month). Dependents will be supplied with five products: 
grain (at the age group standard), fuel (compute. as one amount within manual worker 
and civil servant households), fresh fish (0.5 kilogram per person per month), fish 
sauce and soysauce (0.5 liter per person per month) and silk cloth (4 meters per 
person for 2 years). With regard to milk for infants of manual workers and civil 
servants of the state and for laborers, the norms are: mothers who have lost all 

of their milks 8 cans per month, which can be purchased for 10 months at supply 
prices; mothers who lack milks 4 cans a month, which can be purchased for .v months 
at supply prices with powdered formula being supplied for 2 months at business 
support prices without being deducted from the monthly grain standard of children. 
The 10 products mentioned above must be supplied in exact accordance with quantitative 
and qual.tative standards and at the required times; none of these products can be 
replaced by another product of equal value and, if inadequate supplies exist, 
compensation must be paid equal to the price of the product in question during the 
quarter as stipulated by a council appointed by the City People's Committee. In 
addition, a number of products must be set aside each year for sale at supply prices 
and in accordance with the norms of the state plan to manual workers and civil 
servants through agency purchasing books or by suitable methods, such as tea, writing 
paper, bicycles and bicycle spare parts, household implements, plastic cloth for 
rainwear, etc. The resolution states specifically how products will be sold to the 
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armed forces, to eligible manual workers and civil servants and how product 
purchasing books will be distributed to collectives or families, The resolution 
also specifically deals with the good implementation of the newly established wage 
and bonus system of the state and points out that every sector and unit must look 
for every way to expand production and business both under and outside the plan and 
fully implement the three interests system under the guidance of the state and the 
city in order to constantly expand production and business, improve the living 
conditions of cadres, manual workers and civil servants and improve the collective 
welfare of one's unit in a specific, practical manner, The resolution announces 
and puts into effect directive number 3}4 of the Council of Ministers on the wage 
subsidy for manual workers and civil servants of the state, 


[he resolution also stipulates several specific steps designed to truly help to 
stabilize and gradually improve the living conditions of teachers; of physicians, 
doctors, manual workers and civil servants of the public health secton of 
scientific and technical cadres, journalists, writers and artists; of the public 
security forces and the centralized self-defense forces in the wards and villages; 
of ward and village cadres and neighborhood team chiefs and assistant chiefs; of 
poor farmers; of persons who go to new economic areas to earn their living or return 
from them to the city; and at transformation and detention schools and camps. The 
resolution states: the implementation of the above mentioned regulations surely 
will bring about a practical change in living conditions, especially among manual 
workers, civil servants and poor laborers. However, to meet this requirement, the 
state must spend a very large amount of money. The only ways to obtain this money 
are; 


--Emulating to raise productivity, practicing thorough economy, reducing production 
costs, combating waste and combating the loss of socialist property; 


--Establishing a reasonable division of labor and echelons and immediately 
dismantling the mechanisms within the internal structure of the departments, 
sectors and services of the city that restrict them and those mechanisms that 
restrict the city vis-a-vis the precincts and districts in order to free production 
capacity and stimulate circulation and distribution; at the same time, solutions 

to these problems must be proposed to the central level, 





--Combating sweeping subsidies; some products must be sold to recipients at business 
support prices. Only in this way is it possible to carry out redistribution ani 
expanded reproduction, that is, possible to gradually improve the living conditions 
of the manual workers and civil servants of the state and the stratum of poor 
laborers. 


--Redistributing national income in a fair and reasonable manner, 


--Managing the market and combating speculation and hoarding; state-operated commerce 
and marketing cooperatives must actively participate in the market in conjunction 
with intensifying the transformation of private merchants through suitable forms of 
organization; 
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~-Developing every skill potential in production, circulation, imports and exports; 


~-It 1s absolutely necessary to build a corps of cadres who are experienced and skilled 
and who pousess good qualities in the field of distribution and circulation, In 
addition, 1t ie necessary to successfully use the skills of the masses in circulation 
and distribution and to adopt an appropriate policy regarding then. 


--Rights must go hand in hand with obligations. It is necessary to implement the 
norms of the state plan in a spirit of self-reliance, combat the habit of relying 
upon and waiting for assistance from the central level, from the city, the precinct 
or the district and move forward to resolve difficulties by oneself, to correct 
problems at the installation level. We must develop and rapidly expand the movement 
to study and increase the number of advanced model units in order to lay a firm 
foundation for the implementation of this resolution. 


Joining Forces To Protect and Build Our Lives 


Concluding the Congress, Vo Van Kiet delivered the closing speech. After pointing out 
the achievements of tremendous significance recorded by the congress, he stated: 
“Acting, working and struggling to implement the resolution of the congress are the 
responsibility of each cadre, party member, manual worker, farmer, manual and mental 
laborer and patriot; let us be close to this city, join forces to protect and build 
our lives and be aware of our city's tremendous responsibility to the entire country, 
to the present and future of the beloved Vietnamese fatherland." 


Prior to then, the City Congress of Party Organization Delegates elected the Party 
Organization Executive Committee for the new term, consisting of 51 official members 
and 4 alternate members.

Committee, which establishes “accelerating production and stabilizing and maintaining 
the living conditions of the people” as the pressing task of foremost importance 

in our country at this time, 


--On the basis of the recent decisions by the Council of Ministers concerning 
maintaining living conditions and stabilizing the supply of commodities as these 
decisions are specifically applied to our city, 


--On the basis of the general guidelines and tasks set forth within the resolution 
of this congress, the congress feels that it is necessary to adopt the following 
specific resolution on the pressing measures that must be taken to reso)v. the 
problems regarding living conditions: 


I. Manual Workers and Civil Servants of the State. 


A) A guaranteed supply of 10 essential products at the following ration standards: 
[See chart following page/ 


Thuss cadres, manual workers and civil servants shall be supplied with 10 products, 
--Their dependents shall be supplied with 5 products. 

These 10 products must be supplied in exact accordance with quantitative and qualitative 
standards and at the prescribed times. None of these products can be replaced with 

a product of equal value and, if an adequate supply of a product does not exist, 


compensation must be paid in money at the price in effect during each quarter, which 
shall be determined by a council appointed by the City People's Committee.

As regards milk for infants (of manual workers and civil servants of the state and 
for laborers)s 


--Mothers who have lost all their milk shall receive 8 cans per month, which may 
be purchased for a period of 10 months at supply prices. 


--Mothers who lack milk may purchase 4 cans per month for a period of 10 months 
at supply prices. 
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(A separate regulation will be adopted with regard to milk for persons who are sick). 


For ? months, powlered formula shall be supplied at business support prices without 
velng deducted from the monthly grain standard of children, 


in addition, @ number of products shall be allocated each year for sale at supply 
prices and in accordance with the noras of the state plan to manual workers and 
civil servants through the product purchasing books of agencies or by suitable 
methods, such as tea, writing paper, bicycles, bicycle parts, household implements, 
plastic cloth for rainwear, etc, 


The methods by which these products will be sold: 


1) The armed forces: except for grain and cloth, which the Quartermaster Department 
is responsible for supplying, the 8 other products will be supplied by the city's 
commerce sector through the product purchasing books of central units and in accordance 
with quarterly and yearly plans. 


--As regards the armed forces under the city Headquartere and the city public security 
forces, the City Planning Committee will approve a plan for supplying these products 
on @ quarterly and yearly basis in accordance with standards similar to those that 
apply to the cadres, manual workers and civil servants of the city. 


2) Menual workers and civil servants: 
The 10 products are divided into two groups: group A and group B. 


Group A consists of 7 products: grain, fuel, fish sauce or soysauce, sugar, M50, 
cloth and soap, which will be supplied to all dependents of the state in product form 
and at stipulated standards. 


Group B consists of the 3 products of fresh food products and vegetables, fish and 
meat; because supplying these product: involves aany more difficulties, they will 
be supplied by the following three methods: 


Depending upon the specific situation, these products will be supplied in-kind, in 
supplies (bran, seed and so forth) or in cash: 


Specifically: 


a) Vegetables: vegetables will be centrally supplied in-kind and at supply prices 
to the following four recipients: 


--The armed forces 

--The collective dining halls of agencies, enterprises, schools, hospitals, worksites 
and social installations supported by the state 

--Child care centers and kindergartens 

~-International hotels. 
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--The vegetables that are supplied in-kind rust be fresh and good tasting and no 
one must be compelled to buy them; if a person does not purchase these vegetables, 
his monthly standard will remain in effect until the end of the month, 


--As regards persons who are not among the four types of recipients mentioned above, 
the commerce sector will make payment during the same month at current prices. As 
regards the payment of ash, units, agencies and enterprises shall draw up an 
estimate based on the amount of products required per month and the regulation 
presented above and forward this estimate to a vegetable store of the Vegetable 

and Fruit Corporation for verification; the bank will provide the cash after the 


pay period. 


b) Fish and meats 


--Supplied in-kind at supply prices to the four recipients stipulated above with 
regard to the supply of vegetables. 


--With regard to persons who are ot among the four recipients mentioned above, if 
fish and meat cannot be supplied in-kind, the commerce sector will make payment in 
cash at current prices and by the same method employed with regard to vegetables. 





--In order to mobilize all agencies and enterprises to participate with the commerce 
sector _n resolving problem related to living conditions, any unit that achieves 
self-sufficiency in vegetables, pork or fish will be provided with supplies, livestock 
feed and seed by the commerce sector so that this unit can contime to increase its 
Production and deduct the products it produces from the supply standard of its 
cadres, manual workers and civil servants, thus making it unnecessary for the commerce 
sector to supply products or pay cash. 


~-wWhile maintaining the system of supply stores, the state-operated commerce sector 
and cooperative commerce sector must expand their business in agricul‘ural products, 
food products and industrial goods at prices that are close to market prices and 

by sales methods that are extremely convenient in order to meet the consumer needs 
of manual workers and civil servants of the state and earn money to compensate for 
the cash payments that are made. 


--It is necessary to establish a retail sales level for the precincts and districts 
in order to mobilize the capat ‘ities of the precincts and districts to establish 
their own balances, with shorvialls being compensated for by the city. 


--The bank must provide an adequate supply of cash on a timely basis in order to make 
purchases and make payments in cash to manual workers and civil servants in accordance 
with the regulations mentioned above, 


--[he communications-transportation sector gust meet the demand for product 
transportation and equip the commerce corporations with a number of special purpose 
vehicles. 


she tormes of service: 
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~wAll recipients eligible to buy products supplied in kind will be iesued a product 
purchasing book; collectives will be issued a “collective product purchasing Sook" 
and individuale will be issued a "family product purchasing book"(cadres, manual 
workers, civil serv.nte and the dependents within their households). 


-=Bach) product purchasing book will be registered for the purchasing of goods at a 
estore sear one's place of residence or work. 


~The commerce sector will organise a system of service supply stores at stores or 
periodically deliver goods to agencies and enterprises. 


--Lt is necessary to publicly post standards at stores, agencies and enterprises in 
order to prevent the reduction of these standards at stores or agency canteens. 


time of implementation: 


The above mentioned supply system will go into effect in October 1980, including 
for ail manual workers and civil servants of the central sector stationed within 
the city. 


8. implementing the Newly Established State Wage and Bonus System Well 


In addition to implementing the rationed supply of the 10 products mentioned above, 
each agency, enterprise, worksite, state farm and factory sust also perform the 
following jobs well: 


1) They must review all of the policies and programs promulgated long ago regarding 
supporting the living conditions of cadres, manual workers and civil servants of the 
state but which, for one reason or another, have not been implemented and must now 
begin to scrupulously implement then. 


2) Every basic unit, especially those within factories and production enterprises, 
must immediately and wide), implement the system of contract wages, plecework wages, 
bonuses and other subsidies for cadres, manual workers and civil servants and the 
social security system for manual workers that has been established by the state. 


3) Bach sector and unit must Look for every way to broaden its production and 
business both under and outside the plan and fully implement the “three interests” 
system set forth by the city in order to constantly expand production and business, 
improve the living conditions of cadres, manual workers and civil servants and 
improve the collective welfare of one unit in a specific, practical manner. 


4) They must publicly announce and implement Council of Ministers’ directive 
3) on the subsidies and wages for manual workers and civil servants of the state. 


Il. Teachers 


In addition to guaranteeing the supply of the 10 products on the basis of ration 
standards to teachers in the same way they are supplied to all other cadres, manual 
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workers and civil servants in order to help stabilise and gradually improve the 
living conditions of educators and help them feel seoure in their noble profession, 
the olty advocates that the following specific measures be taken: 


~-We must fully implement the system of subsidies for overtime inatruction, cubolile. 
that are in the ‘vr of products (sugar and milk) and provided in exact accordance 
with ration standards and at the times stipulated by the city, including for the 
colleges and vocational middle schoole managed by the central level. 


~-We must provide a train fare or bus fare subsidy to teachers travelling to teach 
or study as stipulated in resolution 10 of the Standing Committee of the City Party 
Committee; difficult cases will be resolved by selling bicycles at supply prices 
or selling spare parte within the framework of the norms of the state pian but with 
more consideration being given to the manual workers and civil servants of other 
sectors. 


~-Bach year, the city will sell one complete set of clothes (one "Al Dai” and one 
long sleeve blouse to each woman and one shirt and one pair of trousers to each ma) 
at supply prices to each teacher at general schools, middle schools, colleges and 
vocational schoc\s. 


--We must adopt an appropriate benefits policy that provides incentive for teachers 
to focus their efforts on teaching and learning within the school and concern then- 
selves with improving the quality of instruction, thus making .t unnecessary for thea 
to concern themselves with other jobs in order to earn a living. Teachers who are 
progressive laborers shall receive at least 1 month's additional salary each year; 
teachers who are certified as skilled teachers shall receive at least 2 month's 
additional salary each year. In addition, teachers may teach overtime when overtime 
instruction is organized by the school. Level III teachers who hold 10th grade 
¢raduation and college classes shall receive a payment from students of 5 dong per 
month. Level II teachers who hold night classes for children who have falle’ to 
finish school shall receive payment from the state, not the children. Attention 
must be paid to not granting benefits on the basis of averages; skilled teachers 
must receive a higher income. 


As regards teachers who have recently arrived in the city from other provinces and 
do not have housing or have housing that is in very bad condition, the Housing and 
Land Management Agency must take positive steps to resolve their housing problem 
well. In the outskirts of the city, the City People's Committee has assigned the 
governments of the various villages the responsibility of fully concerning themselves 
with the food, shelter and daily activities of teachers arriving from afar to wort 
within their village. 


Localities can establish a "school support committee” to create close relations 
between families and the school and mobilize contributions by the people to help 
schools and to resolve the difficulties of teachers so that they feel secure in their 
work. 


“As regards teachers from other places who volunteer or ore assigned to teach in 


Duyenu Hai, the city will adopt a policy providing special priorities so that these 
teachers also feel secure in their work. 
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— regards organising the supply of commodities to the personnel within the 
education sector and the public health sector, the Commerce Service, the Education 
Service and the Public Health Service must immediately discuss ways to distribute 
these products in a convenient fashion to teachers, physicians and doctyo so 
that they do not have to apend time handling the products distributed to then, 


On the other hand, we must immediately send persons to inspect the fvod and housing 
situation at the dormitories of the colleges and vocational middle schools and adopt 
& plan to inoure the full implementation of the supply system stipulated by the state 
for students and pupile who live at home or at school. 


lll. Physicians, Doctors and Manual Workers and Civil Servants of the Public 
Health Sector 


--We must implement the system of in-kind subsidies based on ration standards in 
order to maintain the health of manual workers and civil servants of the public 
health sector during their tours of duty, during surgery and in occupations that 
threaten their health. 


--While waiting for a decision by the central level, we aust provide surgery and 
replacement (emergency) subsidies in accordance with the spirit of directive 11} of 
the City People's Committee to the public health installations within the city. 

As regards the public health installations managed by the central level, it is 
suggested that the central level implement the same system that is in effect for 
the public health installations of the city. 


--It 1s necessary to adopt an appropriate system of benei 

incentive for physicians and doctors to concentrate their energies on caring for 
the health of their patients so that they do not have to spend such time with the 
necessities of daily life. Physicians and doctors who are progressive laborers 
shall receive at least 1 month's additional salary per year; skilled physicians 

and doctors shall receive at least 2 month's additional salary per year. In 
addition, in order to implement the “three interests” system and increase the 
income of the manual workers and civil servants of the medical sector, it is 
possible to organize after hours collective medical examination clinics either within 
or outside hospitals with help from the state with medicines, facilities, equipment, 
and testing and x-ray services distributed at business support prices or used by 
all personnel capable of perfc ming examinations and administering treatment after 
hours, who must pay reasonable compensation for depreciation. 


~-The various hospitals must look for every way to implement the patient support 
system . sed on the regulations stipulated by the state; in addition, the hospitals 
can organize canteens to serve food and beverages to patients in accordance with 
pathelogical requirements and the needs of patients and at business support prices. 


--It is suggested to the central level that it import and mobilize from storehouses 
an ample supply of medicines. In particular, it is suggested that the central level 
supply drugs for emergency treatment and medicines to meet the minimal needs of 
disease treatment and prevention. In the immediate future and in early 1981, the 
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elty will try to obtain some raw materiale for the production of drugs and import 
special pharmaceutical products to meet the needs of disease prevention and treat- 
ment. 


-=l1t Lo possible to establish drug stores that sell pharmace.tical products at 
business support prices in order to broaden the scope of retail sales among the 
people and at collective medical examination clinics afte: hours. 


IV, Selentifie-Technical Cadres, Reporters, Writers and Artiste 


~The City People's Committee will establish a generous bonus rate for sclentific 
and technical research projects and inventions based on the economic returns ylelded 
by then, 


-“The city will open an archives for the manuscripts of persons whose research projects 
have been certified by the Council of Science and Technology but not put into use 

and will make appropriate payment for these manuscripts in order to provide incentive 
for these persons to continue their research. 


—M regards reporters, the obligatory quota system shal) be implemented. If they 
write more than the number of articles they pledge to write, they will be eligible 
for the writers’ emoluments systen. 


--With regard to writers and artists, the City People's Committee will, together with 
the cultural, literary and art sector, research an appropriate system of benefits 
that \s consistent with artistic labor. 


An admission charge can be collected at the doors to exhibit rooms or tickets can 
be sold at reasonable prices on a number of days during the week in order to create 
sources of funds with which to make the necessary expenditures. 


V. ‘ihe Public Security force and the Ward and Village Self-Defense Forces 
1) The public security forces 


--It ls suggested to the central level that it transfer the fund of commodities 
suppaied to the public security force in accordance with the regulations of the 
state to the city so that the city can directly supply these goods in accordance 
with general regulations and in a manner corresponding to the way in which they are 
supplied to the cadres, manual workers and personnel of the city. 


--Within the precinct and district sector, the public security forces will thoroughly 
organize collective eating and housing facilities for those personn | who do not have 
families of their own. Personnel who have their own families but do not have housing 


will be allocated housing in the same way other cadres, manual workers and civil 
servants are, 


--we must fully implement the system of monetary awards for collectives and 
individuals who record achievements in exposing and confiscating smuggled goods; 
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thie cash aw od is equal to a percentage of the value of the smuggled goods as 
stipulated by the City People's Committee, 


2) The ward and village centralised self-defense forces: 


~-Bach ward and village is allowed to organive a self-defense force, the stail o! 
which must be acoeptable to the City People's Committee and approved by the city 
Headquarters, in order to maintain ward and village security. The members of the 
ward and village self-defense unite are considered reserve military personne: and 
receive thorough training in fighting techniques; when necessary, they can be used 
to supplement main force unite. 


The dally lives of these forces are supporte’ in three ways: partially by state 
subsidies and, within the scope of the operating expenses allocated by the state, 
they are permitted to buy a number of utensile and essential goods at supply prices 
and allowed to buy enough cloth each year to make one uniform, partially >y 
increasing their own production of food; and partially through the care provided 


by the people. 
VI. Ward and Village Cadres 


Aside from the cadres who are appointed directly by the people to work within the 
government apparatus of the ward and village, the remaining cadres are assigned 

nec ssary professional jobs, such as statistical work, accounting, planning and 

so forth in accordance with the regulations of the city government organization. 
These persons are eligible for the same systems that the cadres, manual workers and 
civil servants within the staff on the precinct and district levels are. 


--The cadres who are appointed by the people are eligible for the ration systems 
established by the state. As regards those persons who have been active locally 
for many continuous years and still have the trust of the people, the city suggests 
that the central level allow them to be included in the seniority system and be 
eligible for the retirement system now in effect for cadres, manual workers and 
civil servants within the state apparatus. 





-~Cadres who are assigned to the ward and village levels enjoy every right that 
cadres, manual workers and civil servants of the state do; the City People's Committee 
will establish a system that provides incentive for cadres on the upper level to 
accept assignments on the ward and village levels. 


~-Ward and village cadres should not allow these persons to be completely divorced 
“rom production but must insure that they are close to production in order to maintain 
the work and stability of their lives and activities. 


--As regards neighborhood team chiefs and assistant chiefs, it is necessary to 
research a suitable subsidy system; in the immediate future, we must insure the good 
implementation of the grain supply system and the supply systems in effect on holidays 
and for Tet. 








VIi, Poor rarmers 


-=In keeping with the spirit of directive 57 of the Secretariat, the district and 
village governments must give priority to providing cropland to poor farmers; if 
there is wilderness land near them, the locality must conduct research and propose 
lo the state that it invest in clearing this land in order to help these farmers 
acquire cropland, At places where there are ao overgrown fields, the people must 
be mobilized in the spirit of "the whole leaf covering the torn leaf" to share 
cropland with them. As regards wealthy farmers, the city will correctly implement 
the policy of the central level on redistributing the cropland of wealthy farmers 
t© poor farmers. 


--As regards collectives, which consist primarily of poor laboring farmers, an 
investment policy must be adopted to help stimulate their production and improve 
their living conditions. 


Ao regards Duyen Hai District, attention must be given to supplying farm implements 
and fishing equipment and selling a set of clothing to each fisherman at business 
support prices. 


VIII. The Persons Going to the New Economic Zones 


--As regards those persons who have gone to the new economic zones in the various 
provinces and are still earning their livings there, we must organize inspection 
groups to reassess the situation and hold discussions with the provinces to maintain 
production and living conditions with a view toward solidly stabilizing their eating 
and housing conditions so that they do not return to the city. 


--As regards the sparsely populated areas in the outskirts of the city, we must 

also re-examine the situation in order to establish stable living conditions for the 
people there, too. Those who are closely associated with state farms should be 

put under the management of the state farm; the remaining persons should be put 
completely under the management of the village; difficulties that are detected must 
be thoroughly resolved in a positive manner along with the state farm and the village 
government. 


--As regards those persons who have returned from new economic zones and who, because 
they have no housing, are living in the streets, we must first quickly provide then 
with places to eat and shelter and sell grain to them at supply prices, considering 
them to be the same as the other citizens on their stroet; anyone who is encountering 
extreme difficulties must be given emergency relief in the form of grain, clothing, 
medicine and ; sdical care. The ward people's committees must establish an assistance 
unit consistin, of public security troops and civilian proselyting personnel and 

put this unit in charge of work involving living conditions, in charge of organizing 
these persons in accordance with the guidelines mentioned above. It is necessary 

to classify these persons in order to determine who has a skill that is needed by the 
city and then provide these persons with housing and help them find jobs or join 
protuction cooperation teams. If they have relatives who are still living on the 
streets, we must reunite them so that they have a place to live. 











* If the locality knows for certain that persons from the loonlity have gone to and 
returned from @ new economic gone, it can have these persons complete visa 
procedures and send them back. 


* Ao regards persons who can return or must be sent back to a new economic sone, 
eating, housing and production conditions must be thoroughly prepared in the zone 
before they are sent back, 


--Those persons who earn their livings illegally and hoodlums must be sent to existing 
transformation camps, 


--The weak and elderly who have no place to live are to be sent to the amps of the 
War Invalid and Social Affairs Service; lepers must be sent to the various leprosaria. 


--lt 1s necessary to organize an area at the An Ha Bridge and at Thay Cai for the 
various precincts to build housing for their citizens who return from the new 
economic zones to the city. 


As regards persons who go to the new economic zones from other provinces, it is 
necessary to maintain communications with these provinces in order to help organize 
the return by these persons to their former homes or their move to the above mentioned 
new economic zones in the outskirts of the city. 


IX. he Transformation and Detention Schools and Camps 


--We must correctly implement the policies establis. 1 by the state and provide food, 
shelter, clothing, medicine, education and decent tieatment. 


--[The City People's Committee and the various precincts and districts must 
establish a unit consisting of personnel from related sectors to inspect and provide 
guidance with regard to the matters mentioned above while developing the labor 
potential, skills, arable land and natural resources at these schools and camps. 

On this basis, we must uphold the three interests in order to accelerate production, 
transform these persons through work and improve their living conditions. 


By doing the things mentioned above, we will surely bring about a practical change 

in living conditions, especially among manual workers, civil servants and poor 
laborers. iiowever, to meet this requirement the state must put a very large amount 
of money into the compensation fund. The only ways that we can obtain this money are; 


1) To emlate to raise labor productivity, practice thorough economy, reduce 
production costs, combat waste, combat the loss of socialist property, insure that 
the state firmly controls the sources of goods and uphold the three interests in 
accordance with the newly established regulations, policies and modes of the state. 


2) ‘Yo establish a reasonable division of labor and echelons and immediately dismantle 
mechanisms within the structure of the city that restrict the departments, sectors 
and services of the city and restrict the relations between the city and its various 
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precincts and districts in order to free production capacity and stimulate 
clreulation and distribution; at the same time, it is suggested that the central 
level help to resolve these problens. 


3) To combat sweeping subsidies, we must sell some products to some recipients 

at business support prices; only in this way is it possible to carry out expanded 
reproduction, that is, possible to establish the conditions for gradually improving 
the standard of living of manual workers and civil servants of the state and the 
utratum of poor laborers, 


4) To redistribute national income in a fair and reasonable manner. 


») To manage the market and combat speculation and hoarding; state-operated commerce 
and the marketing cooperatives must actively participate in the market in 
conjunction with intensifying the transformation of private merchants through 
suitable forms of organization, 


6) To develop every skill potential in production, circulation and export-import 
activities. 


7) In the field of distribution and circulation, we absolutely must build a strong 
corps of experienced and skilled cadres who possess good qualities. In addition, 
we must successfully utilize the skills of the masses in circulation and distribution 


and adopt an appropriate policy regarding these persons. 


8) Rights must go hand in hand with obligations. We must implement the norms of 
the state plan in a spirit of self-reliance and, instead of relying upon or waiting 
for assistance from the central level, the city, the precinct or the district, we 
must move ahead and resolve difficulties on our own, resolve problems at the 
installation level; we must rapidly develop and expand the movement to study and 
increase the number of advanced model units in order to lay a firm foundation for 
the implementation of this resolution. 


In summary, we must carry out the tasks and measures set forth in this congress 
resolution in a positive and well coordinated manner and develop this effort into 

a revolutionary movement of the masses, of the various strata of the people, of the 
various services, departments, sectors and levels. 


‘his resolution will only resolve some of the most pressing problems we face with 
regard to living conditions at this time; the other problems regarding living 
conditions will be resolved on the basis of the general resolution of the congress. 


In the spirit of patriotism, with hatred of the enemy and in the revolutionary- 
offensive spirit, the congress appeals to manual workers, farmers and intellectuals 
and the various strata of compatriots within the city, to cadres, party members, 
personnel and soldiers to launch an intense emulation movement to study and increase 
th> number of model units, determined to successfully implement the resolution of 

the 2nd Congress of the Party Organization with a view toward accelerating production, 
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practicing economy, intensifying transformation, stabilizing living conditions, 
maintaining security and the defense of the nation, building strong und pure 
revolutionary forces, moving our city steadily forward and being worthy of the city 
that bears the name of the great Uncle Ho.

[Text_7 On the morning of 6 November, the City Commerce Service met to discuss 
the implementation of the new distribution regulations and methods for cadres, 
manual workers, civil servants and their dependents. 


Seven products, grain, fuel, fish sauce(or soysauce), sugar, MSG, cloth and soap, 
shall be supplied in product form to all employees of the state. The three remaining 
products, vegetables, fish and meat, because of a number of difficulties being 
encountered and because of certain special characteristics, shall be centrally 
supplied in product form to the following recipients: the armed forces; the collective 
dining halls of agencies, enterprises, schools, hospitals, worksites and social 
installations supported by the state; child care centers and kindergartens; and 
international hotels. 


If, in addition to the four recipients mentioned above, a supply of products cannot 
be provided to the remaining laborers 2mployed by the state, the commerce sector 
will make payment to them in cash at the prices in effect during each period of time. 


By temporarily taking these measures, agencies and enterprises will be able to 
implement the proposed formulas for the compensation in cash for the products mentioned 
above (October and November standards) in accordance with the requirements and under 
the guidance of the Commerce Service: 5 days after the Commerce Service verifies 

the payments that are to be made, the bank in which the agency or enterprise has its 
account will make a withdrawal from the compensation fund of the city in order to 

make cash payments to recipients. According to the City Commerce Service, newborn 
children, even though they are eligible for the milk standard or powlered formula 
standard, are still eligible for the primary products standards of dependents. 


In addition to the products mentioned above, the city is trying to balance production 
plans in order to sell a number of other essentials at supply prices to employees 
of the state, such as bicycles, bicycle spare parts and so forth.

[Text_] lo Chi Minh City now has nearly 400 production collectives and 10 
experimental cooperatives; of these collectives, 104, or 26 percent, are above average 
and progressive collectives. 


fhe City Agricultural Transformation Committee is now working with the various 
committees, sectors, services, districts and precincts to reassess in detail the 
basic situation of the collectives, such as the amount of area under cultivation, 

the number of households, the number of persons and the number of laborers in each 
collective, the existing material bases of collectives, the activities of party 
members and Youth Union members, the qualifications of collective chiefs, of the 
collective management committees and so forth in order to take specific steps to help 
each type collective, especially help the average and deficient collectives become 
above average and progressive collectives. 


The city and its districts and precincts have also regularly sent cadres to the 
collectives and cooperatives to help establish production guidelines and tasks and 
organize reasonable and clearly defined distribution based on the workday. Binh 
Thanh District has focused its efforts on helping the collective of the 25th Ward 
to put its collective operations back on a regular basis while gaining experience 
for strengthening the other oollectives. Nha Be District has sent 40 accounting 
cadres to help the collective implement the various distribution policies. Go Vap 
District has organized the study of the progressive collectives within the district 
by means of visiting these collectives so that the representatives could gain 
experience and apply this experience in a suitable manner. 


Having gained experience in the building of vegetable production collectives that 
have undergone many changes for the better, the city is determined to create the 
conditions needed to convert the rice production collectives, which have generally 
been unstable and achieved low yields, into collectives specializing in the 
production of vegetables.

{ -oxtJ The hog herds in the southern provinces are experiencing a rather 
olgnitieant decline in both sise and quality. The large decline in the number of 
hege has primarily been due to the shortages of feed, medicines and so forth. [he 
vupply of feed allocated for livestock production, in general, and hog production, 
in particular, has been small and of poor quality, feed has lacked protein, lacked 
vitamins and so forth and there have even been some types of feed, which have not 
been inspected by the state, that have been thrown onto the market with qua ity 

00 poor that it poses a danger to the life of hogs, such as ground rice husks mixed 
with sawdust and salted fish. 


AS regards the high yleld species of hogs, the death rate of newly born pigs must not 
be allowed to exceed 10 percent (according to Mr Ho Van Gia, a hog production 
specialist in Thu Duc, a death rate of 10 percent for newborn hogs was accepted long 
ago); however, this rate far exceeds this level at this time. [inh Hai is a 
province that has one of the best hog production sectors; however, the death rate 
of suckling pigs is very high: 140,000 suckling pigs died in 1976 and 70,000 in 
only slightly more than 2,000 newborn pigs died. Recently, the 2 September Hog Farm 
in Song Be Province, a hog production facility that has a good reputation, also 

lost more than 2,000 of 13,000 piglets. According to Assistant Professor Tran The 
-hong, the assistant bead of the Vietnam Institutes of -cience and Technology, the 
avermee death rate of hogs between birth and the 7th week is as high as 40 percent. 


he piglets being born now also have many defects, such as not having an anus, 
oryptociom, not having eyes and so forth, the percentage of which is from 1 to 3 
percent. Also according to lir Ho Van Gia, piglets once weighed as least 14 kilograms 
apiece by their 7th week of life. “Now, however, it would be nice to have a piglet 
that weighs 12 kilograms at 7 weeks of age." 


in addition, the market weight of hogs in our country has also declined to the 
poir’ at which it is a source of concern. According to Assistant Professor Tran The 


hom, of the more than 9 million hogs in our country now (including 1.2 million sows), 
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wiieh ecenalal of various local breeds and imported breeds, the annual average market 
welunht te only about 40 kilograms instead of the worldwide average of at least 100 
kilogram. in the western region of our country, the avemge market weight of hoge 
lo the highest, 70 kilograms, and in the central provinces, the average market wight 
lu only about JO kilograms, 


in the face of the serious decline in the number and quality of hogs, we must 
immediately take steps to save the breeder hog herd within each locality. I! we 
vblrengthen the breeder hog herd, although small, we will establish an important 
basic for creating a good breeder hog herd in the future. At present, we might not 
have to give attention to the number of hogs because, if the quality of the hog 
herd inereases, the market weight per hog will be 100 kilograms instead of 
approximately 40 kilograms as it is now. Thus, we only need to achieve a relative 
increase in numbers in order to meet the necessary norm. For example, in 1979, the 
entice country produced 427,000 tons of meat, including nearly 342,000 tons of pork. 
Thus, Lf each market hog weighs 100 kilograms, we only need to have 3.42 million 
hoge instead of 6.7 million hogs that weigh less than one-half quintal. 


Ol the various measures to which attention must be given, immediately protecting 
the remaining breeder hog herd, importing new, good high yield breeds of hogs, 
gradually improving the breeder hog herd, avoiding interbreeding and improving the 
quality of feed are necessary. In order to improve the breeder hog herd, while 
walting for the construction of a thorough domestic breed management system based 
on the advanced breed management models in the Soviet Union, France, the United 
States and so forth, the livestock production sector must take a number of specific 
steps of a legal nature, such as adopting regulations and policies concerning reasonable 
purchasing prices for breeding hogs and pork, concerning economically efficient 
organization at state-operated and collective hog farms, concerning supporting hog 
production by families, concerning the quality of feed complying with standards, 
coneerning the construction of a widespread and effective veterinary network, etc. 
we must also boldly apply sclentific-technaical advances in the improvement of the 
breeder hog herd, such as artificial insemination, the purification of good breeds 
and so forth. 


As regards improving the quality of feed, we must adopt a policy that provides 
incentive for un'ts to produce good feed for hogs, increase the cultivation of yellow 
corn and kaoliang, make maximum use of soybeans, peanuts and processed coconut oil 
cakes and rubber seed cakes, etc. The popularization of suitable feed formulas for 
hogs of each age group and type is also very necessary for producers of hogs, which 
includes presenting substitute ingredients that will maintain the proper fiber 
content (5 to 10 percent) and provide a relatively full supply of protein, starch, 
vitami:. and so forth. In this way, hog producers could easily purchase these 
veparate imacdients and mix them to meet their requirements. Necessary ingredients 
that are nol produced in our country, such as pre-mix or various types of vitamins, 
should be imported each year. Only if these ingredients are imported can momentum 
be provided for using then. 


vtandurdizing hog production cadres, raising the efficiency of livestock production, 
avoiding, unreasonable waste and so forth are also important steps in improving the 


juality of the breeder hog herd and helping to develop a good domestic hog herd.

HIGH PRICTS, FOOD SHORTAGE, LOW PAY PART OF DAILY LIFE

[Text] Just 5 years after the country's reunification, 
Vietnam--with the exception of the Mekong delta--remains 
very poor. Of course, reforms which, by the way, perhaps 
are not definite, were aimed at liberalization in certain 
sectors and are beginning to bear fruit. But the overall 
situation remains rather somber. In the far north, the 
wreckage caused throughout the 15 to 30 kilometer incursion of the 
Chinese offensive in February 1979 has not been removed. 

At Cao Bang and Lang Son, which were destroyed by artillery 
and levelled with dynamite, the bridges have been patched up 
again and some indispensable buildings have been restored 
somewhat. The expression used in the Vietnamese press-- 
"the markets of Lang Son and Cao Bang have been repaired"-- 
in practice means that the iron and concrete shops, razed 

2 years ago, have been replaced with straw huts. 


Most of the population of these two cities, Vietnamese and "Thos;’ one of the ethnic 
minorities in the region--the women can be recognized by their bright blue outfits 
--was reestablished in villages 20-40 kilometers away and built after the Chinese 
of fensive, 


The Vietnamese authorities were perfectly right in not repairing the destruction of 
1979 for the moment. If they had done so, Peking might have had an increased temp- 
tation once again to devastate economic targets. 


The 1976-1980 five-year development plan had been very poorly designed; its authors 
were kicked out at the end of 1979 and their replacements, technocrats belonging 

to a younger generation, admitted this failure publicly for the past 18 months. The 
annual growth rate only came to 2 percent whereas the population each year increases 
2.6 percent. 


The 1980 results were particularly staggering. The GNP declined 4 percent, in- 
dustrial output dropped 10 percent, and exports only came to $360 million, 60 mil- 
lions less than in 1979. 











"Quite a few factories," saya Mr Nguyen Lam, a SS-year-old technician who is chair- 
man of the "Planning Commission,” “ran in 1980 only at a reduced pace, sometimes 
barely 40 pereent of their capacity, for two reasone: lack of raw matertala and 
inmulficlont eleetrie power and coal resources, 


"We had to make radical changes in the economic management method and we had to 
modify the slogans," I was told at Hanoi by Mr Hoang Tung, the managing editor of 
NHAN DAN, the official organ of the Communist Party. “Hereafter, we are going to 
close the factories that are not profitable. We have to centralize management. We 
will leave the job of deciding on their programs and on the distribution of tasks 
to the local authorities, in the rural areas. We must settle the price problem, 
since prices in the past were fixed without taking into account the cost." 


Chronic Deficit 


The northern and central parte of Vietnam are suffering from a chronic deficit of 
2 million tons of paddy (unhulled rice). Three typhoons last August and September 
devastated half a million hectares of land, including 200,000 hectares of rice 
fields planted in the overpopulated delta of the Red River alone, bringing the 
shortage to 4.4 million tons of paddy, in other words, more than 2.5 million tons 
of rice. In December 1980, the FAO estimated the emergency aid cereal needs at 
384,000 tons. “This emergency aid," I was told by Mr Hoang Tung, “has arrived in 
part. But it is nothing more than a tranquilizer. The situation will improve in 
June if there are no typhoons during the harvest. We could ask God to protect us. 
Unfortunately, I do not believe in God--only in men." 


In the northern part of Vietnam, as a matter of fact, the second monsoon, which 
starts in mid-May and which ends in June, was quite a disaster last year following 
an endless droupht but began rather well this year. An important reform was in- 
stituted at the end of 1980 after the meeting of the ninth plenum of the Central 
Committee. Hereafter, the cooperatives, in northern and central Vietnam, after 
having supplied their yield at the price fixed by the state, that is, 50 "xu"l per 
kilogram of paddy, will be able to sell their ouspiys to the government at rates 
negotiated by contract, in other words, 2.50 “dong"* per kilogram and sometimes 
perhaps 3 or 4. 


in the Mekong delta, where the harvest from November to February was as excellent 

as it was a year ago, the government has dropped the idea of collecting deliveries 
at 59O "xu" and purchased paddy at prices comparable to those on the open market, 

at least 2.50 “dong” per kilogram. The peasants in the Mekong delta right away 
turned over to the state 70 percent more rice than last year. The inconvenience of 
the paddy price reform springs from the fact that the government must subsidize rice 
sales at the fixed price of 40 “xu” per kilogram for something like 3.5 million 
civil servants and government workers. 


Another skillful measure, taken in January 1981, involves industry and fishermen: 
"“piece-work" payment will take the place of monthly wages. This formula, implemented 
in one-third of the factories, is to be generalized, with the exception, we were 
told, of the big government industrial enterprises. This immediately produced 











remarkable results, Lnatead of 60-80 “dong” per month, the workers in Hanoi can 
mike a8 much as 250-400 “dong” and in Ho Chi Minh City, they can make between 500 
an’ 400, In @ port in South Vietnam, the fishermen are catching twice as much fish, 


A Disadvantaged Clase 


ere again, we come to the case of civil servante who are not working “on a piece= 
work" basis. Workers and farmers live better and will continue to live even better. 
ul government employees conatitute a disadvantaged class. Although raised between 
10 and 20 percent last October, their salaries remain ridiculously low, that is, 
between 60 and 220 “dong” per month, There is reason to fear reluctance to put in 
a full working day, day after day, as well as increased recourse to corruption be- 
fore there can be a total reorganization of the civil service salary system. “I 
myself,” saye Mr Nguyen Lam, “am recommending 4 salary reform. But the debate is 
atill underway because others are opposed to the idea.” 


Much leas evident than at Ho Chi Minh City, the effects of liberalization in retail 
trade and the crafts are beginning to make themselves felt in Hanoi. For the first 
time, women as a whole seemed to me better dressed, simpler, wearing thin black 
slacks, a white or perhaps sometimes colorful blouse. The annual fabric ration of 
) meters however has not changed but one can get more on the free market. 


The men are etill as badly dressed as ever, undoubtedly preferring to use their 
meager funds for food. At Hanoi in April, the monthly starch ration for the average 
worker was 13 kilograms, including barely 4 kilograms of rice and the rest in 
noodles, flowr, and cassava. Just 1 pound of sugar per month, 300 grams of oil, 

600 grams of meat, 2 kilograms of fish, a small bottle of “Nuoc mam*~-those are 

the other monthly rations at official prices. 


Of course, there is the free market; but there the prices. © 35 “dong” per kilogram 
of pork, 40 dong for beef, 20 for sugar. During mealtime hours, pedestrians and 
cyclists stop in front of the restaurants and carefully study the menus written in 
chalk on big boards: 4 “dong” for just one “pho"3, between 5 and 15 for a platter. 
in the city's biggest department store, some merchandise items are sold at uncon- 
trolled prices; a man's sweater sells for 220-300 “dong,” a blanket for 200. But 
there are customers just the same. 


in half a dozen picturesque little streets, already heavily commercialized, extend- 
ing along the northern shore of the “Little Lake," about a hundred private shops, 
double the number a year ago, are selling objects which are a little better work 
than in March 1980. 


The prices are high; 25 “dong” for a pair of men's leather sandals, 20 “dong” for 
very elegant women's shoes, 15-25 for a T-shirt. A shirt costs 100 “dong,” a 
plastic bowl will sell for 12. Sunglasses, which the Vietnamese are extremely fond 
of, are sold at between 80 and 150 dong. There are more customers here than in the 
government department store because the assortment is much wider. 


Obviously, although living rather badly, the people in Hanoi, with monthly wages of 
60-,00 “dong,” or 200 for higher-level supervisory personnel, are living beyond 
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their means, Where ia the money coming from? From their earnings for those rather 
numerous ones in the free sector, But what about the others? As we saw, workers 
working on a "pleceework" basie are now better paid. And then there is of course 
moonlighting which is theoretically forbidden but which ia perfectly accepred, 


in the evening, quite a few civil servants become electricians, painters, furniture 
repairmen, and craftemen, The women knit and mend. Finally, there is the innate 
ingenuity of the Vietnamese, in tiny little shops in Hanoi I saw them filling ink 
back into the "Bic" ballpoint pens which were theoretically only fit to be thrown 
away. tn front of one of these little shops, there wae a tiny bathroom: 10 "xu" 
per visit. 


Coming from Hanoi, Ho Chi Minh City is an entirely different world. Here, the ap- 
pearance of a buffalo-drawn cart would seem as incongruous as in Paris. Many bi- 
cycles, of course, but quite a few Japanese motorcycles and even cars. Where is 
the gas coming from? Mystery? 


Here we have 2,000 free-market enterprises, commercial establishments, but also 

300 small industrial establishments, employing less than 20 persons, benefitting 
from the Liberalization reforms. Not to mention the countless street vendors. Here, 
foreign cigarettes, banished from the streets of Hanoi, are still sold quite os- 
tensibly; the enormous central market and the various “thieves' markete" are very 
well supplied. 


There ts an abudance of merchandise produced by the local crafts, rather good 
quality, sold by foreigners who purchase them at the store with foreign exchange or 
coming in through postal parcels--250 tons every month, by aircraft, even more by 
sea--shipped by Vietnamese in France or elsewhere to their families. 


It Depends on the Peasants 


Of course, everything is expensive but everybody or almost everybody seems to have 
"dong." What does a foreman make here? Just about nothing. An old saleswoman in 
a big pastry shop, who now has a little stand on the sidewalk, looks rather well, 
and, as she admitted to me, is making 200 “dong” per month. 


For a year now, doctors, after putting in their time in the hospital, have the 

right to establish a private practice at 5 “dong” per visit, 10 for a specialist. 

In short, Ho Chi Minh City, compared to Hanoi, is opulent. Oddly enough, however, 
the population in this big southern city is considerably more morose than the popu- 
lation in the capital of Vietnam. The little people in Ho Chi Minh City live rather 
worse than under the old regime. But the bourgeoisie--although it is not as miser- 
able as ‘t was in 1978--is not adjusting to the new system. How could it? It is 
only dreaming of leaving the country, a country where there has been no room left 
for it. 


On Highway Number 4 which, leaving from Ho Chi Minh City, runs through the Mekong 
Delta, bus and private vehicle traffic is very heavy. In all cities and even in 
lio Chi Minh City, cereal rations, for those who are entitled to them, have been 
entirely made up of rice for the first tim since March. 
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At Vinh Long, much more easily than at Ho Chi Minh City, everybody obviously lives 
“from the free market." "We confine ourselves to consolidating the 3,600 production 
unite established between the end of March 1978 and October 1979 and 1,000 of them 
are working well,” I was told at Vinh Long by An Tuan, vice chairman of the 
People's Committee for the Province of Cuu Long* which consiete of the old provinces 
of Vinh Long and Tra Vinh. “As a matter of fact," he continued, “these unite--which 
conaiat of about a score of families--do not involve collectivigzation but rather 
mutual assistance." 


Next | had a question regarding the time needed to finish the collectivigzation of the 
delta (at Hano. they talked in terms of 15 years) and Duong An Tuan replied: "That 
will depend on the peasants, on their aptitude for collective work. Those who want 
to, could remain free peasants. We will not force anybody. The best way to per- 
suade people is to prove to them that the yield from collective labor is higher and 
that it earns more for then," 


In the province of Cuu Long’, which has 1.5 million inhabitants, 75 percent of the 
peasants are still free, as is the case throughout the delta, by the way. Only 

200 new tractors belong to the state and more than 2,000 belong to the private 
sector. The latter also has all of the rice hulling mille. What about gasoline 
and spare parts problema? "We are Vietnamese, we solve those problems in Vietnamese 
atyle," replied Duong An Tuan with a broad emile. 


Liberalization of retail trade, the crafte industry, and paddy prices as well as 
the gradual move toward collectivization in the Mekong delta undoubtedly constitute 
new and favorable elements. But these measures will not be definitely in force 
until after they have been approved by the Communist Party Congress next December. 
Now, everybody knows that these issues are still highly controversial among the 
highest party authorities.
